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HE gain in construction activity in Ohio, in 1936 from 

1935, was 36 per cent. This gain followed an increase 
of 24 per cent in 1935 from 1934. Expansion in building 
activity began in 1935 in all but two of the eight chief 
cities of the State—Columbus and Youngstown—and con- 
tinued throughout 1936 in all the cities except Canton. 
The largest volume of construction in 1936 occurred in 
Cleveland and Cincinnati, where the dollar volume was 
from two to three times that of the nearest competitors— 
Columbus, Dayton, and Toledo. The gains in 1936 relative 
to 1935, however, were greatest in Dayton and Toledo, with 
Cincinnati and Columbus not far behind. 

Residential construction in both 1935 and 1936 expanded 
at a relatively greater rate than did non-residential con- 
struction, and was in contrast to a decline in public works 
and utilities construction. The gain of 146 per cent in 
residential construction in 1935 from the previous year 
was followed by a further gain of 60 per cent in 1936.

Residential construction rose from only 15 per cent of the 
State total in 1934 to 30 per cent in 1935, and to 35 per 
cent in 1936. Public works and utilities construction drop- 
ped from 50 per cent of the State total in 1934 to 30 per 
cent in 1935, and to 21 per cent in 1936. The increase in 
non-residential building has been less rapid than in resi- 
dential building during the past two years, but non-resi- 
dential building has continued to constitute the largest per- 
centage of all construction, accounting for 34 per cent of 
the total in 1934, 40 per cent in 1935, and 44 per cent in 
1936. 


In all the eight chief cities except Toledo there was a 
substantial gain in residential construction in 1935, and, 
in all but Cleveland, further expansion occurred in 1936. 
Cleveland’s 1935 expansion was due primarily to resident- 
ial building, but the 1936 increase was primarily in non- 
residential building.
